Copiah-Lincoln  will  honor  nine  distinguished  alumni  lead- 
ers at  a  banquet  on  Friday,  October  10  at  7:00  p.m.,  at  The 
Thames  Center  on  the  Wesson  Campus.  The  college  will  also 
honor  the  members  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
and  the  members  of  the  854th  Medical  Collecting  Company. 

Upon  receiveing  nominations,  a  special  committee  met  and 
selected  nine  alumni  who  have  dinstinguished  themselves  in 
their  respective  fields.  Those  nine  selected  are  Wiley  Ainsworth 
of  Magee;  Terry  Assink  of  Neenah,  Wisconsin;  Guy  Barr  of 
Monroe,  Louisiana;  Ben  Durr  of  Uvalde,  Texas;  L.  Frank  Pitts 
of  Dallas,  Texas;  C.  Fred  Taylor  of  Oxford;  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames 
of  Madison;  Dr.  Ed  Thompson  of  Atlanta,  Georgia;  and  Dr. 
Kenneth  Walley  of  Madison.

Wiley  Ainsworth 

Wiley  Ainsworth  is  a  graduate  of  Magee  High  School 
(1947),  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  (1949),  and  Mississippi 
State  University  (1952)  with  a  degree  in  agriculture. 

He  served  in  the  army  for  two  years  before  marrying  in 
1956.  He  began  farming  on  his  family's  home  place  in  Magee. 
During  the  last  50  years  he  has  been  involved  with  cattle,  hogs, 
broilers,  catfish,  muscadines,  blueberries  and  harvesting  Coastal 
Bermuda  hay  to  sell  to  horse  and  cattle  fanners. 

Mr.  Ainsworth  worked  closely  with  county  agents  and  other 
fann  agencies  to  upgrade  his  fanning  operations.  At  one  time  he 
had  a  40-acre  experimental  plot  to  demonstrate  a  "cow  &  calf 
per  acre"  operation.  Many  people  came  and  observed  the 
demonstration.  He  hosted  numerous  visits  from  other  farmers  for 
demonstration  of  some  of  the  grasses  he  has  grown.  During  the 
National  County  Agents  Convention  held  in  Jackson  a  few  years 
ago,  his  farm  was  one  of  the  stops  on  their  tour  of  Mississippi. 
In  addition  to  fanning,  he  sold  and  dressed  catfish  for  several 
years. 

Mr.  Ainsworth  has  received  numerous  awards  including 
Simpson  County's  Fann  Family  of  the  Year;  Mississippi's 
Outstanding  Farmer  -  presented  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  Jackson;  Outstanding  Grassland  Award  for  Farmers  & 
Ranchers;  Conservation  Award;  Magee  Chamber  of  Commerce's 
Outstanding  Citizen  Award;  and  the  Simpson  County  Junior 
Livestock  Association's  Dedication  Award  in  Recognition  for 
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Meritorious  Service  to  4-H. 

He  has  also  served  as  a  director  of  the  Magee  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  director  of  the  Mississippi  School  Boards 
Association;  member  of  the  Simpson  County  School  Board; 
advisory  director  for  Trustmark  National  Bank  (1982-1999);  and 
Simpson  County  representative  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association. 

He  and  his  wife,  Rose,  hosted  a  4-H  Club  in  their  home  for 
10  years  and  served  as  leaders.  He  continues  to  support  4-H 
work  in  Simpson  County  and  the  state  of  Mississippi.  For  the 
last  17  years  he  has  awarded  each  exhibitor  at  the  Simpson 
County  Junior  Livestock  Show  a  silver  dollar. 

A  life-long  member  of  Goodwater  Baptist  Church  in  Magee, 
Mr.  Ainsworth  presently  serves  as  chairman  of  the  deacons  and 
is  a  Sunday  school  teacher. 

Mr.  Ainsworth  and  his  wife  Rose  are  the  parents  of  two 
sons,  Randy  (a  graduate  of  Co-Lin  and  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi)  and  Dan  (attended  Co-Lin  and  a  graduate 
of  Mississippi  State  University),  and  grandparents  of  four. 

Terry  Assink 

Terry  Assink  is  a  graduate  of  Copiah  Lincoln  High  School, 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  (Class  of  1967),  and  Mississippi 
State  University  where  he  earned  a  degree  in  chemical  engineer- 
ing. He  received  his  master's  degree  in  administrative  science 
from  the  University  of  Alabama  in  Huntsville. 

While  at  Copiah-Lincoln,  Mr.  Assink  was  elected  sopho- 
more class  president  and  Mr.  Copiah-Lincoln  and  was  a  member 
of  the  football,  track  and  baseball  teams.  He  was  inducted  into 
Copiah-Lincoln's  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame  in  2001. 

He  is  employed  by  Kimberly-Clark  Corporation,  the  manu- 
facturer of  Kleenex,  Huggies  and  numerous  other  branded  con- 
sumer packaged  goods.  He  has  held  various  positions  of  increas- 
ing responsibility  in  North  America  and  Europe  and  is  cunently 
responsible  for  Kimberly-Clark's  Global  Information  Systems 
organization  as  Vice  President  and  Chief  Information  Officer.  He 
has  also  worked  for  Monsanto  Company,  Schering-Plough 
Corporation  and  Magnavox  Electronic  Systems. 

In  2002  he  was  chosen  by  Consumer  Packaged  Goods 
Technology  Magazine  as  one  of  the  top  25  most  influential  exec- 
utives. He  serves  on  advisory  councils  for  Management 
Information  Systems  Departments  at  the  University  of  Alabama 
in  Tuscaloosa  and  the  University  of  Texas  in  Austin.  He  also 
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serves  on  the  advisory  committee  for  the  Department  of 
International  Business  at  Marquette  University  and  is  a  visiting 
lecturer  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  Oshkosh. 

Mr.  Assink  is  married  to  the  former  Sandra  Monroe  (Co-Lin 
Class  of  1969)  and  they  have  two  sons  Michael  and  Will. 
Although  they  reside  in  Neenah,  Wisconsin,  they  have  a  home  in 
Brookhaven  and  a  farm  in  Lincoln  County.  He  is  the  son  of 
Lucille  Assink  and  the  late  Noel  Assink,  who  was  the  founding 
instructor  of  Copiah-Lincoln's  data  processing  program. 

Guy  Barr 

A  native  of  Magee,  Guy  Barr  began  his  formal  education  by 
attending  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  (1960-1962).  He  grad- 
uated from  Delta  State  University  (1964)  and  later  received  a 
Master's  degree  from  Northwestern  University  in  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana. 

Mr.  Barr  enjoyed  a  successful  coaching  and  teaching  career 
for  seven  years  before  becoming  a  State  Farm  agent  in  1972  in 
Baton  Rouge.  In  1974,  he  was  promoted  to  agency  manager;  and 
in  1977 

to  agency  director  in  the  mid-south  office  located  in  Monroe, 
Louisiana.  In  1981,  he  was  promoted  to  State  Farm's  corporate 
headquarters,  Bloomington,  Illinois  as  an  executive  assistant  and 
was  then  promoted  to  deputy  regional  vice  president  in  the  mid- 
south  on  January  1,  1985.  He  became  mid-south's  regional  vice 
president  for  State  Farm  Insurance  Companies  in  1992.  Mr.  Ban- 
retired  December  31,  2001,  after  almost  30  years  with  State 
Farm. 

He  has  served  on  numerous  boards  and  commissions  that 
oversee  activities  at  universities,  community  civic  organizations. 
Boy  Scouts,  church,  as  well  as  the  insurance  industry. 
He  currently  serves  on  numerous  boards  of  directors,  including 
the  University  of  Louisiana  at  Monroe  Foundation,  Advisory 
Board  of  Ouachita  Valley  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
Northwestern  State  University  Foundation,  University  of 
Louisiana  at  Monroe  Scholarship  Foundation,  Council  for  a 
Better  Louisiana,  and  the  Northeast  Louisiana  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Athletes. 

Mr.  Barr  presently  serves  as  Executive  Director  of  the 
Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes  for  Northeast  Louisiana,  mem- 
ber of  a  men's  community  prayer  group,  community  prayer  part- 
ners (pastors  and  invited  community  leaders),  and  works  with 


Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes  Huddles  in  88  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  along  with  three  universities. 

He  was  inducted  into  Copiah-Lincoln's  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  (1986),  Delta  State  University's  Hall  of  Fame  (1999).  and 
Northwestern  State  University  College  of  Business's  Hall  of 
Distinction  (1999).  He  was  also  the  recipient  of  Delta  State 
University's  Distinguished  Statesmen  Award  (1999). 

Mr.  Barr  received  numerous  honors  including  Ouachita 
Parish's  Insurance  Person  of  the  Year  in  (1997)  and  received  the 
Arthritis  Foundation's  Humanitarian  Award  (1998),  Sam  Walton 
Business  Leader  Award  (1998),  and  Ouachita  Valley  Council's 
Silver  Beaver  Recipient  (2003). 

He  is  an  active  member  of  Parkview  Baptist  Church  where 
he  serves  as  a  deacon.  Mr.  Barr  is  married  to  the  former  Loura 
Eastham  (Co-Lin  Class  of  1962)  and  they  have  one  son,  Guy, 
III. 

Ben  M.  Durr 

A  1953  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  Ben 
Durr  entered  the  military  as  the  youngest  member  of  the 
Mississippi  National  Guard's  854th  Medical  Collecting 
Company.  He  was  discharged  at  the  age  of  19  as  a  staff  sergeant 
with  a  Purple  Heart  and  a  Combat  Medical  Badge  with  service 
in  the  7th  Calvary  Regiment  -  First  Cavalry  Division  during  the 
Korean  Conflict. 

At  the  age  of  27,  he  became  the  youngest  hospital  CEO  in 
Texas.  He  first  managed  Park  Place  Hospital  in  Port  Arthur. 
Texas.  Under  his  leadership,  the  hospital  grew  from  62  to  220 
beds.  In  11  years,  Lifemark's  growth  evolved  from  a  S6  million 
dollar  company  to  a  $720  million  dollar  company  before  being 
sold  in  1981. 

Mr.  Durr  returned  to  graduate  school  and  received  a  mas- 
ter's degree  in  healthcare  management  from  Trinity  University  in 
San  Antonio.  He  became  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Uvalde 
County  Hospital  Authority  in  Uvalde,  Texas.  Under  his  guid- 
ance, the  hospital  grew  from  111  employees,  $5  million  dollar 
gross  per  year  facility,  to  its  present  day  420  employees,  S50 
million  dollars  gross  per  year  facility. 

During  Mr.  Durr's  professional  career  in  Health  Care,  he 
has  been  a  leader  and  Chairman  of  the  Southeast  Texas 
Healthcare  Council,  founder  of  the  Texas  Organization  of  Rural 
and  Community  Hospitals  (TORCH),  Chairman  of  the  Greater 
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San  Antonio  hospital  council,  and  served  for  12  years  on  the 
Texas  Board  of  Health.  He  also  helped  establish  the  Border 
Health  Association  in  southwest  Texas. 

He  has  been  honored  by  numerous  organizations.  He  was 
the  first  recipient  of  the  Texas  Hospital  Association's  Gordon 
Russell  Achievement  Award;  he  received  the  Healthcare 
Executive  Fellowship  Award  and  the  Senior  Executive 
Achievement  Award  from  the  American  College  of  Healthcare 
Assocation;  and  he  was  named  Uvaldean  of  the  Year.  He  has 
many  other  awards  to  his  credit. 

Mr.  Durr  was  a  guest  lecturer  at  Fudan  University  in 
Shanghai,  China  on  biomedical  engineering  in  hospitals  in  1987. 
He  was  selected  Copiah-Lincoln's  Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  1993 
and  inducted  into  the  Foundation's  Hall  of  Fame  in  1994.  He  has 
been  active  in  his  community  through  civic  endeavors,  per- 
formed in  community  theater  productions,  and  served  as  a 
Rotary  Club  President  in  both  Port  Arthur  and  Uvalde. 

One  of  Mr.  Durr's  most  satisfying  achievements  was  author- 
ing Miss  Emily:  The  Yellow  Rose  of  Texas,  a  novel  about  the  true 
heroine  during  the  Battle  of  San  Jacinto,  which  set  the  stage  for 
Texas  to  become  a  Republic.  His  book  is  one  of  the  top  sellers  at 
the  San  Jacinto  Monument  Museum  in  La  Porte,  Texas. 

Mr.  Durr  is  currently  the  oldest  hospital  chief  executive  offi- 
cer in  Texas.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Carolyn  Leman  of  Port 
Arthur.  They  are  the  parents  of  three  children  and  the  grandpar- 
ents of  four. 

L.  Frank  Pitts 

L.  Frank  Pitts  has  been  an  independent  oil  and  natural  gas 
producer  for  over  60  years. 

A  1931  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  Mr.

Service  Award  and  Special  Award  for  Industry  Leadership;  John 
Rogers  Award  (1996);  Pioneer  of  the  Year  Award  (2001 );  and 
Texas  Oil  &  Gas  Association's  Distinguished  Service  Award

As  a  dynamic  spokesman  for  the  energy  industry  in  the 
United  States,  Mr.  Pitts  has  been  a  frequent  expert  witness  and 
conferee  for  the  U.S.  Congress.

He  has  been  the  recipient  of  numerous 
agricultural,  soil  and  conservation  awards  over  the  years.  He  was 
selected  Citizen  of  the  Year  for  the  Oxford-Lafayette  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  In  1998,  Mr.  Taylor  and  his  wife,  Jewett,  were 
inducted  into  Copiah-Lincoln's  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame.  Mr. 
Taylor  was  selected  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
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Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  2000. 

He  was  a  life  insurance  general  agent  in  Evansville  and 
Kokomo,  Indiana,  from  1934-1958,  at  which  time  he  retired  to 
operate  their  600-acre  registered  cattle  farm  in  Oxford,  which  he 
and  his  wife,  Jewett  purchased  in  1950.  They  restored  an  1842 
antebellum  home,  Sunset  Hill,  in  1958,  where  they  presently 
reside. 

Mr.  Taylor's  other  accomplishments  include  serving  as  com- 
missioner for  the  Lafayette  County  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
for  19  years.  Director  of  the  State  SWCD  Commissioners  for  12 
years,  past  president  of  the  Mississippi  Cattleman's  Association, 
director  of  the  Oxford-Lafayette  County  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
member  of  the  state  board  of  directors  for  the  Mississippi  Affiliate 
American  Heart  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Transylvania 
University  alumni  board. 

He  is  currently  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  First 
National  Bank  in  Oxford  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Mississippi  Cattleman's  Association. 

The  Taylors  have  given  two  of  the  largest  gifts  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Foundation  has  ever  received.  These  gifts  have  enabled 
the  college  to  complete  the  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  Chapel  in  1998 
and  to  enhance  the  technology  at  The  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference 
Center  in  2000. 

Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames 

A  Monticello  native,  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  is  a  1954  graduate 
of  Copiah-Lincoln.  He  was  a  member  of  the  men's  basketball 
team,  a  campus  favorite,  and  selected  for  the  college's  first  Hall  of 
Fame.

During  his  tenure  as  president,  15  new  buildings  were  added 
to  the  Wesson  campus,  Co-Lin  added  the  Natchez  Campus,  the 
budget  grew  from  $500,000  to  $25  million  dollars,  the  college 
grew  in  tradition  and  reputation  for  academic  excellence,  and  the 
college  added  several  new  programs,  especially  in  the  career  and 
technical  area. 

He  was  selected  Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  1970  and  was  induct- 
ed into  the  Copiah-Lincoln's  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame  in  2000. 
The  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference  Center  on  the  Wesson  campus 
was 

dedicated  in  February  2000  as  a  symbol  of  appreciation  of  his  29 
and  a  half  years  of  service  to  the  college. 

Dr.  Thames  serves  as  chairman  of  the  deacons  at  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Madison,  director  of  the  Madison  County  Lions  Club, 
the  Madison  County  Economic  Development  Foundation,  the 
Mississippi  Nurses  Foundation  and  the  Mississippi  Retired  Public 
Employees  Association. 

He  and  his  wife,  Anne,  presently  reside  in  Madison  County. 
They  are  the  parents  of  three  children.  Dr.  Rachel  Thames  Peeples, 
Rebecca  Thames  Wilson,  and  Lt.  William  B.  Thames,  Jr.  and  the 
grandparents  of  five.

Born  and  raised  in  Jefferson  County,  Mississippi,  Tricia  Walker 
has  become  one  of  the  clearest  voices  of  her  own  time  and  place. 
Her  music  is  steeped  in  the  passion,  pain  and  grace  of  the  American 
South,  influenced  as  much  by  the  social  turbulence  of  the  1960s  as 
by  the  R&B,  gospel  and  swing  she  grew  up  listening  to.  She 
formed  her  first  band  at  the  age  of  13,  supplementing  formal  piano 
training  with  the  time-honored  tradition  of  copying  guitar  licks 
from  records  and  radio. 

A  1972  Co-Lin  graduate,  Ms.  Walker  earned  a  music  education 
degree  from  Delta  State  University.  While  working  on  her  master's, 
she  played  clubs  and  festivals  in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana.  Her 
growing  interest  in  songwriting  led  to  honors  at  the  Mississippi  and 
American  Song  Festivals  in  1979.  She  moved  to  Nashville  in  1980 
and  signed  as  a  staff  writer  with  gospel  giant  Word,  Inc.  in  1982. 
Cuts  on  Grammy-nominated  records  by  Debby  Boone,  The 
Imperials  and  Kathy  Troccoli  and  Tricia's  frequent  live  performanc- 
es in  Nashville  clubs  brought  her  to  the  attention  of  producer  Jerry 
Kennedy.  She  joined  his  Polygram  stable  of  writers,  and  had  songs 
recorded  by  Mel  McDaniel,  Moe  Bandy,  Karen  Staley,  Patty 
Loveless,  Faith  Hill  and  Alison  Krauss,  who  won  a  Grammy  for  her 
performance  of  Tricia's  song,  "Looking  In  The  Eyes  Of  Love." 

In  1990,  Tricia  co-founded  Crossfield  Music,  a  publishing  and 
production  company  where  she  served  as  creative  director  and 
oversaw  a  staff  of  five  writers.  Her  production  credits  include  a 
diverse  collection  of  styles,  including  Americana,  contemporary 
Christian,  pop,  country,  and  children's  music. 

Her  instrumental  skills  earned  her  a  spot  backing  Grand  Ole 
Opry  star  Connie  Smith,  with  whom  she  played  for  six  years,  and 
she  toured  extensively  with  Paul  Overstreet  and  Shania  Twain  as  a 
keyboard  player  and  vocalist.  She  was  a  member  of  the  original 
"Women  In  The  Round,"  a  foursome  that  included  Karen  Staley, 
Pam  Tillis  and  Ashley  Cleveland.  The  group's  performances  at 
Nashville's  Bluebird  Cafe  have  become  legend,  but  her  focus 
remains  fixed  on  her  own  music.  She  has  been  a  New  Folk  winner 
at  the  prestigious  Kerrville  Folk  Festival,  a  featured  performer  at 
Nashville's  Tin  Pan  South  songwriting  festival,  and  showcased  at 
the  South  by  Southwest  Music  Festival  in  Austin  and  Crossroads 
Festival  in  Memphis. 

Songs  with  a  conscience  have  always  been  an  important  part  of 
her  song  list,  from  her  "Down  In  Capetown"  which  reflects  on 
apartheid  to  "Halfway  Around  The  World"  written  after  the 
Tianemen  Square  uprising  to  "What  A  Wonderful  Day!"  written  at 
the  request  of  a  friend  for  breast  cancer  survivors. 

Ms.  Walker  always  offers  an  entertaining  slice  of  her  places 
and  times,  delivered  with  a  beautiful  voice  and  the  ease  of  a  veteran 
entertainer.  Southern  style  never  had  it  so  good.  She  was  inducted 
into  Copiah-Lincoln's  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  in  May  of  this  year.

A  disability  is  looked  upon  as  a  struggle,  but  for  Ben 
Dunaway  it  was  just  a  milestone  in  life,  and  one  he  does  not  let 
stop  him  from  achieving  his  goals. 

In  the  late  1960's,  the  advancement  of  medicine  was  pro- 
gressing, but  not  enough  to  help  save  his  eyesight.  The  congeni- 
tal cataracts  in  his  eyes  were  not  discovered  until  he  was  18 
months  old,  therefore;  they  caused  permanent  damage. 
Symptoms  of  congenital  cataracts  are  opacity  of  the  lens,  often 
evident  at  birth  without  special  viewing  equipment  and  appear- 
ance of  whitish  discoloration  in  an  otherwise  normally  dark 
pupil.  In  infants,  it  is  the  failure  to  show  visual  awareness  of  the 
world  around  them.  Dunaway  has  undergone  four  surgeries  in 
each  eye,  but  in  the  end  the  surgeries  caused  damage  to  the  lens 
and  the  optic  nerve. 

"I  am  blessed  with  more  vision  than  my  uncle  who  was 
born  in  the  1930's,"  said  Dunaway.  "I  guess  it  all  depends  on 
when  you  were  born." 

During  the  time  of  his  uncle's  birth  there  was  no  hope  in 
correcting  his  eyesight  and  in  Dunaway 's  case  there  was  little 
more  hope,  but  with  today's  advanced  medical  technology  the 
surgical  removal  of  the  cataracts  is  a  routine  experience  with 
usually  excellent  results. 

Ben  had  a  usual  kid's  life.  He  went  through  school  like  a 
normal  student  at  Brookhaven  Academy;  he  never  wanted  to  go 
to  a  school  for  the  blind.  After  he  graduated  from  high  school, 
his  parents  bought  him  and  his  brother  a  new  computer.  He  was 
self-taught  in  the  operations  of  the  Mac. 

"I  would  read  over  and  over  the  DOS  book,"  said  Dunaway. 
"I  loved  it,  but  I  just  thought  of  it  as  a  hobby." 

This  hobby  turned  into  a  job  for  him  at  his  family's  busi- 
ness, Dunaway  Equipment  Company  in  Brookhaven.  He  wanted 
to  take  this  moneymaking  hobby  further  by  going  back  to 
school. 

"I  wanted  to  come  back  to  school  to  learn  something  that 
could  carry  me  away  from  the  family  business,"  said  Dunaway. 
"My  philosophy  is  that  you  might  have  the  skills,  but  you  need 
the  piece  of  paper  that  you  get  from  college." 

When  I  was  thinking  about  going  back  to  school,  I  was  con- 
cerned about  making  the  bills  and  caring  for  my  family.  My

wife,  Annette,  encouraged  my  every  step  of  the  way.  Dunaway 
does  not  let  his  "disability"  stop  him  from  doing  anything  but 
driving;  it  does  not  seem  to  bother  him  since  it  gives  Ben  and  his 
wife  a  few  more  minutes  together.  She  is  99%  of  his's  trans- 
portation and  100%  of  his  much-needed  support. 

"My  biggest  struggle  was  getting  adjusted  to  the  whole  idea 
of  going  back  to  school  after  being  out  for  so  long,"  said 
Dunaway.  "Just  the  idea  of  learning  something  new  everyday 
was  a  big  obstacle." 

Dunaway  decided  to  come  to  Co-Lin  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  close  to  home  and  offered  a  friendly  atmosphere.  The 
instructor  that  sticks  out  in  his  mind  as  someone  who  went  the 
extra  five  miles  for  him  was  Chet  Smith,  computer  information 
systems  technology  instructor. 

Smith  had  Dunaway  in  two  of  his  computer  classes  in  Co- 
Lin's  technology  center.  The  only  struggle  Dunaway  had  in  his 
class  was  his  vision  problem,  but  he  would  never  let  that  slow 
him  down.  The  technology  center  brought  in  large  monitors  to 
help  Dunaway  with  his  vision  and  on  test  day  an  extra  copy  was 
made  with  larger  print.  When  Smith  would  use  the  projector  in 
class,  he  would  just  listen  and  follow  along  with  no  problem. 
Smith  said  that  Dunaway  would  never  quit  working  on  some- 
thing and  he  like  to  pick  your  brain  on  a  subject,  because  that  is 
just  how  he  was,  always  wanting  to  better  himself  by  learning  as 
much  as  possible. 

"He  would  prepare  for  class  every  night,"  said  Smith.  "He 
said  that  the  weekdays  were  for  school  and  the  weekends  were 
for  playing  computer  games.  He  read  his  assignments  every 
night  and  did  extra  work  because  he  loved  learning.  If  Ben  made 
anything  less  than  an  A  on  a  test  I  better  have  a  good  explanation 
and  reference  page  to  show  him  why  he  missed  what  he  did." 

Dunaway  was  not  just  a  student,  but  also  a  teacher  to  his 
instructors  and  fellow  students.  Smith  remembers  that  Dunaway 
taught  him  something  that  could  be  used  in  his  classroom  and 
everyday  life;  if  you  believe  you  can  do  something  do  not  let 
nothing  hold  you  back.  He  also  taught  people  to  take  what  life 
gives  you  and  make  the  best  of  it  and  that  something  is  only  as 
bad  as  you  let  it  be. 

Dunaway  will  also  never  forget  Charles  Hart's  accounting 
class  and  having  to  read  and  work  all  of  those  problems.  The 
one  thing  that  will  always  be  embedded  in  his  mind  is  the  nice 
and  friendly  people  who  would  help  him  with  board  work  in  his 
accounting  class. 

He  is  now  working  as  an  entry-level  programmer  from  Farm 
Bureau  in  Jackson  and  will  be  trained  to  become  a  technical 
back-up. 

"God  has  had  his  hand  in  everything  because  the  person  that 
I  am  learning  to  be  a  back  up  for  is  a  good  friend  and  also  the 
person  that  I  will  commute  with  back  and  forth  to  work,"  said 
Dunaway. 

"I  am  not  through  with  learning  because  I  want  to  take  night 
classes  to  prefect  my  skill.  I  feel  like  I  am  on  top  of  the  moun- 
tain and  it  is  because  I  did  not  let  fear  be  the  deciding  factor  in 
my  life."

Besides  painting  and  renovating  the  field 
house,  Poinsett  has  also  worked  on  getting  the 
best  out  of  his  players.  He  wants  the  2003  season 
to  be  a  building  block  for  the  program,  and  from 
paintbrush  to  chalk  board;  he's  established  a  pro- 
gram committed  to  excellence. 

"I  want  everybody  that's  part  of  this  team  to  feel  comfort- 
able and  good  about  what  we're  doing,"  said  Poinsett.  "Our 
sophomores  know  we  had  a  hard  season  last  year,  but  we're  all 
optimistic  this  year  for  better  days." 

Thirty-eight  freshmen  will  join  the  16  returnees  to  give  the 
Wolves  a  stout  gridiron  punch  this  year.  Feature  players  return- 
ing include  speedy  defensive  ends  Dusty  Shack  (6-3,  252)  of 
Mendenhall,  and  Adam  Speeg  (6-2,  240)  of  Loyd  Star.  Speeg 
missed  a  majority  of  his  freshmen  season  due  to  a  knee  injury. 

Linebacker  Tim  Dobbins  (6-3,  240)  returns  as  one  top  tack- 
lers  from  last  season's  squad.  Defensive  back  Howard  Overby  of 
Mendenhall  returns  to  lead  the  Wolves  secondary. 

"Staying  healthy  will  be  key,"  added  Poinsett.  "Last  year 
injuries  hurt  us  at  nearly  every  position  it  seemed.  This  year 
hopefully  we  can  stay  healthy  and  do  better." 

Co-Lin  lost  four  All-Star  players  to  senior  colleges,  tight  end 
Fred  Perkins  of  Brookhaven  (Southern  University),  linebacker 
Don  Expose  of  Brookhaven  (Southern  University),  offensive 
lineman  Terrell  Showers  of  Monticello  (Florida  A&M),  and 
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The  2003  Co-Lin  Wolves. 


offensive  lineman  Broderick  Jones  of  Stone  Mountain,  GA., 
(Ole  Miss  walk-on). 

"We  lost  some  key  players  to  graduation  and  to  some  other 
stuff,  but  still  we  return  a  good  cast  on  both  sides,"  said 
Poinsett. 

Key  offensive  returnees  include  wide  receiver  Jonathan 
McLaurin  (5-9,  185)  of  Pinola  and  tight  end  Billy  Williams  (6-1, 
205)  of  Brookhaven.  Enterprise  products  Shermaine  Vaughn 
(6-1,  200)  and  Bobby  Smith  (5-11,  225)  return  to  the  Co-Lin 
backfield.  Jonathan  Eley  (6-0,  265)  of  Monticello  also  returns  at 
running  back. 

Punter  Thomas  Garland  (5-11,  165)  of  Crystal  Springs 
returns  for  his  sophomore  season  on  special  teams. 

Quarterback  and  offensive  line  positions  are  up  for  grabs  and 
a  true  set  of  starters  may  not  be  determined  until  mid-season. 
Several  incoming  freshmen  and  reserved  sophomores  will 
compete  for  the  quarterback  job  and  line  spots. 

Poinsett's  staff  includes  Laurin  Collins,  Paul  Purvis,  and 
Calvin  Green.  Each  is  optimistic  and  excited  about  the  2003 
season.

Remembering  Miss  Zelle  Weems  -  A  Co-Lin  Icon

The  long  and  useful  life  of  Miss  Zelle  Weems  came  to  an 
end  on  June  11,  2003  at  her  residence  in  Forest,  Mississippi. 
Miss  Weems  was  94  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  was 
born  in  Sun  in  Scott  County  to  William  Lafayette  and  Molly 
Thompson  Weems. 

An  icon  at  Co-Lin  for  24  years,  she  was  a  psychology 
instructor  who  came  to  Wesson  in  1 947  and  taught  for  24  years, 
retiring  in  1974.   She  previously  taught  at  East  Central  Junior 
College  for  14  years  and  one  and  a  half  years  at  Bay  Springs. 

Anyone  who  ever  had  her  as  an  instructor  at  Co-Lin  will 
remember  how  she  related  experiences  to  her  teaching.  This 
writer  can  still  just  see  her  getting  out  of  class,  going  home  to 
change  clothes,  and  putting  her  cane  fishing  pole  on  her  car  and 
taking  off  to  the  campus  pond  (where  the  driving  range  at  the 
golf  course  is  now  located).  She  indeed  loved  fishing. 

A  longtime  sponsor  of  Co-Lin's  Future  Teachers  of  America 
chapter,  the  group  established  a  scholarship  in  her  honor  after 
her  retirement,  which  was  later  endowed  by  family  members. 

When  her  numerous  nieces  and  nephews  were  in  college,  she 
financially  helped  each  one.  She  did  this  on  a  low  salary  that 
was  paid  to  teachers  at  the  time.  When  she  retired  and  built  a 
home  in  Forest,  those  same  nieces  and  nephews  furnished  her 
home  for  her  contributions  to  their  education  and  successes. 
Many  professional  nieces  and  nephews  loved  her  as  a  second 
mother. 

This  same  group  gave  her  a  huge  85th  birthday  party  several 
years  ago  and  at  that  time  a  van  filled  with  Co-Lin  folks  who 
had  worked  with  her  attended  the  celebration.  She  was  thrilled 
that  day  that  those  from  Co-Lin,  along  with  numerous  retired 
personnel  who  lived  elsewhere  attended.  On  her  90th  birthday  in 
1999  she  called  Alton  and  Jean  Ricks,  both  longtime  Co-Lin 
employees  who  are  now  retired,  and  asked  Alton  to  come  to 
Forest  to  bring  her  to  Wesson  to  spend  the  day.  The  Ricks  enter-

tained  several  Co-Lin  and  Wesson 
and  Brookhaven  folks  who  shared 
the  day  with  her.  She  loved  Co- 
Lin  with  all  her  heart  and  often 
spoke  to  folks  she  had  worked 
with.  When  I  had  lung  cancer  and 
had  surgery  and  had  gone  to  my 
sister's  home  in  Laurel  for  a  few 
weeks,  Miss  Weems  heard  about 
it  and  took  time  to  locate  me  to 
tell  me  she  was  praying  for  me.  I 
appreciated  that  gesture  so  much. 

Zelle  Weems  was  one  of  a  kind.  When  God  made  her,  I  am 
sure  He  broke  the  mold.  She  was  a  concerned,  dedicated,  loving 
individual.  She  cared  for  her  students.  She  cared  for  those  she 
worked  with  at  Co-Lin.   She  loved  her  family.  She  loved  Co- 
Lin.  She  often  worked  on  decorations  for  homecoming  and  one 
time  made  several  hundred  flowers  from  tissue  for  the  event. 
She  often  made  clothes  and  other  items  for  faculty  children.   She 
made  Christmas  decorations  for  friends  and  after  her  retirement 
sent  several  of  us  boxes  of  homemade  decorations. 

She  was  a  graduate  of  Lake  High  School,  and  she  attended 
Hinds  Junior  College  and  Mississippi  University  for  Women 
(now  MUW).   She  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  and  George  Peabody  College  and  received  her  master's 
degree  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 

Preceding  her  in  death  were  her  parents  and  seven  siblings. 
One  sister,  Bessie  Lois  Weems  Wilkins  of  Tupelo,  survives.  She 
was  also  survived  by  numerous  nieces  and  nephews. 

Zelle  Weems  was  indeed  an  icon  at  Co-Lin.
